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Voters opt to energize schools 


PROPOSITION 1A: 
$9.2 million bond 
issue passes ina 
landslide decision on

For students and professors work- 
ing in deteriorating facilities and 
studying in classrooms filled to the 
brim with students, the passing of 
Proposition 1A can spell relief for 
education. 


With 40 percent. of precincts 
reporting at 12:30 a.m. Wednesday, 
60 percent of California voters sup- 
ported the proposition. 

The $9.2 billion bond issue will 
provide funding that will pay for 
repairs to older structures, the con- 
struction of new classrooms to allevi- 
ate overcrowding, and for wiring and 
cabling for new education technol- 
ogy. 

The California State University 
system is set to gain $832 million 
from Proposition LA. 

The proposition has been hailed by 
educators who see a desperate need 
for money to raise the quality of edu- 


cation in California. 

G. Nanjundappa, a CSUF sociol- 
ogy professor and president of the 
California Faculty Association, 
Fullerton chapter, pointed out the 
need for money to upgrade facilities. 

“There are so many different 
maintenance problems in schools, we 
need to make them safe,” Nanjun- 
dappa said. 

Dave Keeler, an Anaheim resident 
who was at the Democratic party at 
the Disneyland Hotel Tuesday night, 
said in support of the proposition: “I 
consider education the foundation for 
our society.”

sition 1A has surrounded the Possi- 
bility of raised taxes for the next cou- 
ple of years to pay for the bonds. 
Keeler responded by stating, “I can’t 
think of a better use for taxes than on 
education.” . 

With 60 percent of California’s 
schools being more than 30 years 
old, the passing of Proposition 1A 
has been seen by supporters as a wel- 
come relief to an ailing education 
system. 

“If you look at the studies of Cali- 
fornia schools in the nation, it’s way 
on the bottom,” said Johnny Gonza- 
les, an Orange County resident. “The 
other issue conceming education was 


Prop. 8, and I don’t think that was 
gonna do it.” 

The money from Proposition 1A 
will bring funding to various areas of 
CSUF. According to Owen Holmes, 
associate director of governmental 
and community relations at CSUF, 
approximately $19.3 million will be 
given to the campus for construction 
of a new physical education building. 

Other funding will go to projects 
like the seismic upgrading of 
Langsdorf Hall, improvements to 
CSUF’s telecommunications infra- 
Structure, and the construction of a 
new auditorium and fine arts 
instructional facility.

ANAHEIM — Stand by Me 
drifted out of the Disneyland Hotel’s 
Grand Ballroom as guests in high 
spirits walked purposefully through 
the open doors. . 

Under the crystal ball and flashing 
lights, it was a little difficult to see 
that this was the Democratic celebra- 
tion for the 1998 California elections, 
but any doubts were soon dismissed. 

With a voice that one of the guests 
described as a “strung-out Mickey 
Mouse,” Jeanne Costales, chair of the 
Democratic Party of Orange County, 
proclaimed, “This is a great night to 
be a Democrat.” 

That would mostly hold true for

Republican promise ends in bitterness

NEWPORT BEACH — The elec- 
tion night party for California Repub- 
licans began with enthusiastic 
speeches by Gov. Pete Wilson and 
former Vice President Dan Quayle. It 
ended with bitter disappointment as 
election results showed Democratic 
dominance in most key races. 

“It’s approaching midnight on the 
East Coast,” Wilson said to open his 
speech. “Do you know. where your 
president is?” 

Wilson’s opening line sparked

Even early Wednesday morning, 
the results of Proposition 10 were 
hidden behind a smoke screen. _ 


waves of laughter and applause in the 
packed Sutton Place Hotel ballroom. 
The black suit crowd chanted “Pete, 
Pete, Pete,” and sipped wine from 
plastic cups. 

“We can and must be very proud 
to belong to the party of Matt Fong 
and Dan Lungren,” said Wilson. 

Big-screen televisions on the gov- 
ernor’s right had already broadcast 
winners according to exit polls: Sen. 
Barbara Boxer would defeat Matt 
Fong to retain her Senate seat, and 
Gray Davis would defeat Dan’ Lun- 
gren to become California’s next 
governor. - 


The stage lights shone off Wil- 
son’s damp forehead as his eyes sur- 
veyed the crowd. He leaned toward 
the microphone. “To hell with the 
polls,” he said. “The only poll that 
matters is what we do on election 
day.” 

Following Wilson, Quayle led the 
Republican cheer. He too opened 
with a one-liner: ; 

“We have just begun to fight,” 
Quayle said, banging his fist against 
the podium. 

“When the dust settles,” he said, 
“the Republicans will have a major- 
ity in the Senate, a majority in the 
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Protestors show opposition in front of a cigar shop on Monday. 


After appearing as though the ini- 
tiative would fail early on, the ‘yes’ 
votes on the Tabacco Tax Initiative 
rallied in the wee hours of Wednes- 
day morning. 

At 2:45 a.m., ‘yes’ votes led ‘no’ 
votes by a count of 3,403,012 to 


3,385,141, a margin of only 17,181 
votes and 0.26 percent — still way 
too close to determine a winner. 

The initiative was slated to raise 
the price of cigarettes 50 cents a 
pack with the revenue going toward

House, over 30 Republican gover- 
nors and we are but one election 
away from the Republican recapture 
of the White House.” 

His speech, which touched on 
Republican values, anti-abortion 
issues and military defense, pushed 
several supporters into a “Quayle for 
president” chant. 

Cal State Fullerton student Natalie 
Hill was one of many young Repub- 
licans at the party. Hill, a health sci- 
ence major, said she came to support 
the party and to dance. “I support the 
party because that’s what I believe,” 
she said. “It’s about morals.” 


Even high school students showed 
their support for the Republican 
party. “I’ve been raised in a strong 
Christian family,” said Jessica Stice, 
a 17-year-old Calvary Chapel stu- 
dent. “What Christians stand for is 
what I look for in a politician.” 

' By.2 a.m. Wednesday, with 88 
percent of the precincts reporting, 
Boxer led Fong 53 percent to 43 per- 
cent. Davis led Lungren 58 percent to 
38 percent.

The state constitution bans the oper- 
ation of “‘Nevada- or New Jersey-type 
casinos,” but it is unclear if the slot 
machines allowed in Proposition 5 
qualify under this law. According to 
the state Legislative Analyst, there is 
no current definition of this phrase and 
the issue will almost certainly be 
decided in court. =

ABC Strike Comes On > 
TV's Busiest Day 

On what was TV's busiest 
day of the year, ABC television 
Stations across the country 
headed into Election Day on 
Tuesday without most of their 
crucial behind-the-scenes 
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workers, who as of late Monday 
night were locked out of the 
stations by management. 
Roughly 1,500 camera peo- 
ple, technicians, writers, pro- 
ducers and desk assistants 
represented by the National 
Association of Broadcast 
Employees and Technicians 
walked off the job Monday 
morning in Chicago, New York, 
Washington, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco in. what was to 
have been a 24-hour job action 
over health-insurance issues. 
The union employees have 


‘been working for 19 months 


without a contract. 

But ABC executives in New 
York locked out the workers 
Monday afternoon, saying they 
wanted assurances they would 
receive advance warning about 
future job actions before letting 
the employees back in. 

As of late Monday, there was 
no movement on the issue. 

Station managers insisted 
the striking workers would have 
no effect on broadcast quality, 
but it was easy to spot several 
on-air mistakes throughout 
much of Monday. 

Executive producers, on-air 
talent and management are still 
on the job. But reporters and 
anchors represented by the 
American Federation of Televi- 
sion and Radio Artists aren't 
allowed to pick up work done 
by National Association of 
Broadcast Employees. 

That meant that just about 
any warm non-union body at 
the station, as well as just 
about every non-union day 
hire around the city, were 
manning cameras and work- 
ing behind the scenes, 
sources at several stations 
said. — 

Sources close to the strike 
said ABC affiliates flew in work- 
ers from other markets around 
country to pick up some of the 
load during Tuesday's election 
coverage. ;

Christopher Carnes, vice-chair of 
the O.C. Democratic Party and 
speaking for the gay and lesbian 
community in Orange County, rallied 
the crowd by cutting down the 
Republican Party.

two statutes,” said Sandra Sutphen, a 
Cal State Fullerton political science 


professor. “One of which passed. by . 


legislation; one of which did not.” 

Sutphen said the most important dif- 
ference between the Wilson/Pala com- 
pact and Proposition 5 is the amount of 
slot machines allowed on each reserva- 
tion. Wilson/Pala allows a maximum 
of 975 per casino and 19,900 
statewide, while Proposition 5 places 
no limits. : 

CSUF students who voted in favor 
of the proposition cited American 
Indian sovereignty rights and dislike of 
Nevada casinos as major factors influ- 
encing their decisions. 
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For Stephen VonSchmittou, his 
“yes” vote was a personal decision. 

“Half of my family. lives on the 
Morongo reservation,” he said. “Pve 
seen how it was before.” 

“There used to be killing o on the 
reservations.” VonSchmittou, an inter- 
national business major, said.

cigarette.research, anti-smoking edu- 
cation and child education. 

After a long day of voting, some 
CSUF students argued that the 
money was too spread out with not 
enough going to fight the tobacco 
industry. 

While designed to develop fur- 


ther education on smoking, only 20 * 


percent of the proposition’s revenue 


was specifically allocated. It outlines 
a new state commission along with 
58 county commissions. 

“Since I do smoke, if it really did 
go for the teaching of the dangers of 
tobacco use, then I would vote yes,” 
said 20-year old CSUF student 
Steven Martin. “I didn’t want to pay 
50 cents a pack for the bureaucrats.” 

Others students, however, 
expressed outrage at anti-smoking 
themes. 

“This country grew up on 
tobacco,” said student Susan Chin, a 


22-year old smoker. “It kept our 
economy alive, and now everyone 
seems against it. It used to be peo- 
ple’s livelihood, and | think they’ve 
lost sight of that.” 

“Why do you want to tax 
tobacco?,”” Chin said. “The govern- 
ment wants to squeeze as much 
money as it can out of the few peo- 
ple who do smoke.” 

_The outcome could reverse a 
recent trend of anti-smoking tegisla- 
tion. In 1996, voters chose to have 
cigarette use outlawed in bars.

Robert Dornan. Two years ago o he 
accused his opponent, Rep. Loretta 
Sanchez, of voter fraud. This accusa- 
tion may have cost him in 1998. 

“Dornan’s accusations and bad 
choice of words have hurt him expo- 
nentially worse than they helped 
him,” said Republican Chuck 
Eldridge. 

With 82 percent of precincts 
reporting as of 2 a.m. Wednesday, 
Sanchez led Dornan 56 percent to 39 
percent. 

As the night wore on (and as elec- 
tion results came in), dancing and 
laughter turned into departure and 
silence. Republican supporters emp- 
tied the ballroom and walked to the 
parking lot, heads down in disap- 
pointment. 

“T think the media plays a large 
part in the tone and pace of elections, 
especially with exit polls,” said Carey 
Preston, a member of the College 
Republicans Club at Southern Cali- 
fornia Christian College. 


Many establishments have loosely 
enforced the law, causing some 
resentment among non-smokers. 

“T voted for it. because I think the 
tax was a good thing,” said 20-year 
old Jacqueline Machan. “If people 
are going to continue to smoke, then 
at least we can make money on it.” 

Ahméd Yom, a 22-year-old night 
clerk at the Shell station at the cor- 
ner of Yorba Linda Boulevard. and 
Placentia Avenue said that he had 
heard pro-smoking complaints in the 
days leading up to the election.

But still the California Faculty Asso- 
ciation and Cal State University Board 
of Trustees have yet to reach a contrac- 
tual agreement, similar to the current 
NBA lockout occurring between own- 
ers and players. 

To address this issue, the CFA’s 
Fullerton chapter met to discuss issues 
conceming faculty Monday. Currently, 
the CSU and CFA are involved in 
negotiations on a range of issues 
including salary, workload and merit 


pay. 

Chapter President G. Nanjundappa 
began Monday’s meeting by address- 
ing a letter circulated by CSU Chancel- 
lor Charles B. Reed. In this letter, Reed 
tehashed the CSU offer of a 5 percent 
salary increase for faculty and the 6 
percent proposed by the CFA. This 
increase is in response to a salary lag 
between Cal State faculty and faculty 
of comparable institutions. 

“We have reached a point where we 
can not make any more concessions on 
compensation issues,” Nanjundappa 
said. The association originally lobbied 
for a 7.8 percent salary increase; they 
have now lowered that figure to 6 per- 
cent due to what Nanjundappa referred 
to as “good faith” in the bargaining 
process. This 1.8 percent cutback by 
the CFA accounts for $18 million. The 
CSU has maintained the 5 percent 
offer. 

Due to this firm stance by the CSU, 
CFA members discussed more extreme 
measures for alleviating the situation. 
The possibility of adopting a “Work to

Rule” format and a faculty strike were 
mentioned several times in the meet- 
ing. 

In the letter Reed said the salary gap 
would be closed in the next three years. 
He also raised the issue of merit pay 
and the necessity to continue rewarding 
faculty based on performance. 

Sandra Sutphen, who teaches in the 
political science department, said the 
CSU is forcing them into a merit sys- 
tem that leaves faculty divided and 
unhappy. 

Nanjundappa noted Reed’s com- 
ments concerning CFA membership 
which consists of only 30 percent of all 
Cal State University faculty. Nanjun- 
dappa and other members voiced their 
distaste for Reed’s letter. Members 
talked about what they felt was an 
effort by Reed to disenfranchise non- 
CFA faculty members from the associ- 
ation. Since CFA negotiates contracts 
for all Cal State faculty, Nanjundappa 
said this is likely. 

“T seriously think we're getting 
reamed by the (Cal State) university,” 
said Mitchell Avila, philosophy profes- 
sor. Avila said the possibility of strike 
should seriously be considered in the 
Spring if a contract is not reached. 

Avila admitted such action is drastic 
but may be necessary. Ultimately, 
Avila admitted if such action was 
taken, the students would suffer. 

“T think the last thing we want to do, 
is to do something that would indeed 
hurt the students,” said history Profes- 
sor Leland Bellot. Bellot said students 
had a stake in these negotiations as far 
as quality education is concerned. _ 

“To be honest, not much has been 
going on,” said Ashik H. Popat, Asso- 
ciated Students director of statewide 
affairs, when asked what actions are 
being taken in student’s interest in the 
CSU and CFA negotiations. To date, 
Popat said Nanjundappa had never 
brought the issue of negotiations to

Dia de Los Muertos celebrates dead

remembered during annual 
ceremony.

With a full moon climbing over the campus 
library and the sudden chill of an early autumn 
sunset, about 25 Latino students gathered in 
front of an altar Monday evening at the Beck- 
man Amphitheater to pay homage to the 
deceased. 

The altar, part of the Dia de los Muertos cere- 
mony put together by members of the 
Movimiento Estudiantil Chicano de Aztlan, was 
adorned by flowers, candles and metaphoric 
offerings of food for those who have died. 

Photos of family members and well-known 
Latinos ranging from Cesar Chavez to Selena 
were displayed along with candles and rosaries

honoring their memory. 

“It's a way of not fearing death. It's some- 
thing that should be celebrated,” said Elvida 
Vazquez, a MECHA member for the past eight 
years and the organization's current chair for 
Orange County Central. 

Occasionally, a photograph of a young child 
or baby reminded viewers that death is not 
selective when it comes to age. 

“It's just a way of remembering anid, com- 
memorating those that have died in our family,” 
Vazquez added. 

Dia de los Muertos is an important holiday in 
many countries with large Catholic populations. 
Occurring the day after All Saints Day, it is 
often celebrated with parades and candlelight 
vigils. In Mexico, celebrants often wear skele- 
ton costumes or makeup, called calaveras. 

“It's important and a lot of times it's 
neglected. We forget the major focus of the 
event and that it's meant to honor the deceased,” 
said Corey Arellano, chair of the Ad Hoc com- 
mittee which arranged the ceremony. 

The campus ceremony, held as the evening 
gradually darkened, consisted of students stand- 


ing in a semicircle and offering prayers, mostly 
in Spanish. Some held hands as they recited the 
prayers. One or two cried softly. 

One MECHA member, Dalia Rodriquez, 
offered a prayer to her grandparents in 
Purepecha, a language spoken by some of her 
ancestors, indigenous natives in the Mexican 
state of Michoacan. 

After the prayers, a candle was ceremonially. 
offered to those who wanted to share remem- 
brances of the role that past family members 
have played in their lives. 

“All these people helped shape our lives. Our 
abuelitos (grandparents), our relatives that didn't 
have the chances we have today,” said Rosa 
Aceves. . 

Others spoke about how their lives have been 
helped and shaped by their families, even those 
who may have died before they were born. 

As a breeze wafted through the assembled 
participants, Aceves looked around and added, 
“That's their spirit. It really nourishes us when 
we're down.” 

“IT know my family's always going to be with 
me,” added Arellanos.
